Montgomery, Ala., March 13.—(4)— 


Upward of five hundred inmates of 
Kilby vrison mutinied early tonight in 
protest’ of an announced revision of 
prison rules governing visits, and in 
the ensuing riot four men were shot 
and ten others injured in general fight- 
ing.

Our general staff tikes issue with 
British, French and German military 
authorities who relegate infantry and 
cavalry to a past era and, in visions of 
future war, depict serried ranks of 
tanks advancing agaizst each other 
protected by clouds of airplanes over- 
head raining bombs and motorized, ar- 
tilery bringing up the rear. 

Great interest was manifested by 
members of the staff in the article o1 
army mechanization by Maj. Gen. Sir 
Ernest Swinton of the British army 
cabled to Tue TRIFUNE, par. 
ticularly in his assertion that infantry, 
cavalry and artillery will be helpless 
against “an enemy employing meca: 
anized weapons.” 


Chief Reliance on Doughboy. 


The American army staff takes the

' In order to defins its position accn- 


' rately on the question of mechaniza 


tion the general staff has issued a sum- 
mary of the conclusicns of its study 
and experimentation. 

“The war department, by making 
public in summary form the best mil- 


‘itary thought upon such subjects,” 
the summary says, “ hopes to insure 
that the heresy shall never become 
implanted, in the country that any 
material means can ever replace in 
war the individual soldier who is will- 
ing and able to fight.” 

Man the Fundamental Weapon. 

The staff then proceeds to promul- 
gate the following “ doctrines” of tac- 
tics and of training: 

“1. That man remains the funda- 
mental instrument in battle, and as 
such cannot be replaced by any imag- 
ined instrument short of one more per- 
fect than the human body, including 
the mind. 

“2. That man in the bulk—meaning 
the greater portion of armed forces— 
fights with greatest freedom of action 


and with greatest efficiency when on

vance of the foot soldier to hand-to- 
hand encounter, 

“4. That infantry is the. basic com- 
batant arm upon whose success nor- 
mally depends the. success of the 
army; the primary duty of other arms, 
when associated with infantry, is to 
assist the infantry to achieve its mis- 
sion by protecting and aiding it in 
every way, and by destroying enemy 
resistance to its efforts. 

“5. That no arm except infantry

PROTECTION OF 
FOREIGN INVESTMENTS. 


The new United States treasury certificates of 
indebtedness are being issued at par and bear only 
3% and 3% per cent interest, depending upon the 
date of maturity. One of the larger of Chicago's 
public utilities has just floated an issue of 4% 
per cent bonds which have been offered to the 
public at 96, thus yielding 4% per cent. The inter- 
est rate calls attention to the fact that the day is 
past when a handsome return can be expected from 
seasoned investments in this country. When a 
domestic security open to the general public offers 
@ return considerably larger than this, investors 
will be wise to approdch it with caution. At the 
samé time, foreign bonds continue to be offered to 
the American public at considerably higher rates. 
A glance at the current bond list on the financial 
page will furnish proof of the soundness of the 
generalization. 

Inevitably, we believe, men of limited means will 
turn more and more to the foreign issues. To 
such men a higher interest rate is of much greater

‘{mportance than it is to the wealthy. To the man 


with life savings of $100,000 the choice is between 
an annual income of, say, $4,500 and an income 
of $7,000. That is a difference far more significant 
in daily life than the difference between $45,000 and 
$70,000 to the capitalist with a million to invest. 
He can take the lower rate without sacrificing 
comforts or luxuries. The man of more limited 
means cannot. 

As the general public increases its holdings of 
foreign bonds, the foreign policy of the country, 
We expect, will be modified by the pressure of 
public opinion. Already it is a matter of common 
knowledge that the important foreigh issues are 
submitted to our state department for scrutiny 
before the loans are made. That does not commit 
our government to thé policy of using force, if 
necessary, to collect principal and interest from. 
recalcitrant borrowers, but it is a first step in that 
direction. The British government has gone 
farther along the road than our government has 
because British investors have been exporting 
capital for many generations, while we are still 
relatively new at the game. In the long run it is 
hard to see how any government can resist the 
pressure for action from its own citizens when 
their welfare depends upon the collection of their 
just claims. 

Many politicians and so-called liberals are blind 
ing themselves to the realities of the situation. 
They pretend that when the marines have landed 
and the situation is well in hand the beneficiaries 
are the great capitalists of the nation. That is 


far from the truth. Now, and increasingly as time 


goes on, the small investor will be concerned. The 
great number of small investors throughout the 
country no less than the banking houses of New 
York requiré protection. 


WAR AND ITS INEQUITIES. 

A measure just passed in the French parlia- 
ment provides for the mobilization in case of war 
of all the man power and resources of the nation. 
There is a somewhat similar proposal in this coun- 
try and if it were attempted would work even 
greater demoralization than in France. 

The theory underlying the measure is super- 
ficially plausible and has the sanction of an un- 
challengeable moral principle. It is a natural ex-. 
pression of our sense of the injustice which sends 
oné man into battle to give his life for his coun- 
try while another man stays at home and makes 
@ fortune. To reduce, at least, this inequity we 
passed the excess profits tax and graduated the 
income supertaxes up to over 80 per cent. Even 
with these drastic corrections, war fortunes were 


made. 


The fact is that equality is no more possible in 
war than in peace, and attempts to establish it 
are not only evaded by ‘human ingenuity and self- 
ishness but are restricted in the interest of ac- 
complishment. Perfect equality is obviously im- 
possible, since all men cannot serve at the front. 
There must be men at the rear to feed and clothe 
them, and @ven among the fighting men there 
are wide differences as to hardship and danger. 
There is, in fact, but one great compelling law 
to which the individual must submit, whether he 
pays a higher price than his comrades or not— 
the law of success for the common undertaking, 
the law of victory. 

Whether we like it or not, the principle of 
victory must govern al] policy in war. A sys- 
tem which aims at forcing equality among indi- 
viduals is certain to defeat its own ends an@ 
that of the common enterprise, fgr it will prevent 
& maximum development of power and efficiency. 
The French proposal in practical terms would take 
all control of the mationa] energies out of the 
hands of the private agencies experienced in their 
use and put thern into the keeping of a gigantic 
official machine which could not manage them as 
effectively and which would surrender them with 
great reluctance, if at all. Private initiative, 
energy, and resourcefulness would be thrust aside 
and the vital and complicated p: 
duction and transport, of invention and organiza- 
tion, would be lowered to the level of bureaucratic 


poutine and inertia. 


Whether we like it or not, patriotism and altru- 
Yem are not strong enough in human nature suf. 
ficiently to energize all the processes which the 
tremendous effort of war requires shall be car- 


, tied on in the most intensified and efficient mode.

| Men will fight and die for their country. Men 
will sacrifice wealth for their country. But if the 


impertance, the promptest and most effective de- 
velopment of its strength, it cannot afford to para- 
lyze the motive of self-interest and it cannot afford 
to turn over to government and officialdom the 
manifold agencies of private enterprise. 

The actual result of stich an effort ‘would be 
the weakening of the national energy at a time 
when it should be greatest, and, far from benefiting 
the men at the front or removing the Inequalities 
of fortune among citizens, it would imperil the 
object for which the fighting men are offering 
their lives and increase the hardships and sacri- 
fices they endure. The chief interest of the soldier 
is to be supported as well as possible. A nation of 
enfeebled energies and lowered productive effi- 
ciency could not give him that support, — 

So far as we may go toward equalizing sacrifice 
and preventing unjust or inordinate advantage, we 
ought, of course, to go; but no farther than is 
compatible with the common and paramount pur- 
pose, which is to generate the maximum force 
for victory. To go beyond that is not only to 
court defeat but also to bring about inequities 
which no laws can prevent. ; | 


THE LOOP JUMPS THE 
RIVER.

‘opportunity to build over the tracks is obviously of 


advantage to all parties. It means added income 
to the railroad from additional business, as well as 
from its real estate. Marshall Field & Co. assures 
itself of the speedy and economical handling of 
merchandise and at the same time obtains a site 
upon which to erect a monumental building which 
can add to the prestige of the company as well as 
to the beauty of the city. 


The architectural problem, it need scarcely be 
said, is a difficult one.

THE SANCTITY OF

Evidence has been presented by the sanitary dis- 
trict to show that New York and Wisconsin have 
diverted water from one watershed to another.

Such predictions have been made and 
verified any number of times. The child 
study deparfment of ary large school 
department can entertain you for hours 
witn stories of children who diagnosed 
as criminalictic in their early youth. I 
have had them show me written pre- 
dictions of criminality made years be- 
fore the individual came to the bar of 
pun:chment. 


In the main these diagnoses were made 
on the basis of mental and emotional 
tests. As a matter of fact, the commit- 
ment of crime is merely a plant that 
roots itself in a certair type of soil. 
The right type of soil may be present 
without having the crime plant grow ovt 
cf it. Furthermore, not alt criminalistic 
people are convicted or even charged 
with crime. 
The-type of soil out of which crime 
may grow may be the sprouting place 
of other types of mental and emotional 
disturbance. The basic fact is that it 
is possible in many instances by study- 
ing a child’s mentality and emotional 
reactions to diagnose his mental type, 
his personality and his behavior in adult 
life. .

NOTEBOOK OF A LANDSCAPE 
ARCHITECT. 

Riverside, Cal., March 8.—We are west- 
ward bound. Outstretched before us lies 
the prairie landscape in its winter 
aspect. Sleeping fields with purple hori- 
zons—the vastness of mid-America fills 
the mind—an empire in itself. A patch 
of rawson weed, now a reddish brown 
in the winter sun, or a colony of bull 
thistles torn by the icy fangs of the west 
wind, reminds one of the prairies’ former 
glory. Early writers speak of this beauty. 
Louis Sullivan wrote it in metal and 
stone. Out of native soil grows native 
art. 

Multitudes of brown buttons swaying 
in the prairie breeze caught our eyes. 
We knew we were in Kansas. Some 
call them sun gods; ordinary folks, sun- 
flowers. On the walis of the railway 
station these sun gods had inspired a 
border of decorative worth. Some one 
pelieved and had faith in native things. 

In New Mexico Indian art is forcing 
its way into white man’s work, largely 
in true copy style, the paradise of the 
modern salesman, found from ocean to 
ocean. It is man’s inability to create. A 
dormant state of the art mind. 

And here in southern California—a 
jungle of styles and forms, more like a 
museum collection than architecture 
worthy of Americans. There are signs of 
better things. On one of the hills bor- 
dering the great valley rests, massive 
and strong, like America itself, noble 
and fine, clothed in green, a beautiful 
house. Like the granite cliffs it grows 
out of the mountain slope. It, too, be- 


longs. Its creator was a pupil of Louis 
Sullivan. And so native art grows, slow 
but sure. It is spreading across the 
plains. Some day we shall rear our 


head with pride of great accomplish- 
ments.

Tunnel -Shortens Pacific 
Coast Route 270 Miles. 


| Denver, Colo., March 13.—(Special.] 


~That railroad Cinderella—the Denver 
and Salt Lake railroad, popularly 
known as the Moffat road—is being 
given a rush by a whole flock of trans- 
portation Prince Charmings. For years 
the neglected little lady sat disconso- 
late astride the crags and snows of 
Rollins pass, but now finds herself the 
center of a wooing match from which 
y emerge the most gigantic railroad 
tem in the world, the story runs. 
Her fairy god mother, the people of 
Denver and northwestern Colorado, 
have endowed her with court costume 
in the form of a strategic tunnel, now 


nearing completion, which not only 


pierces the Continental divide but af- 


’ fords an axis upon which the whole 
existing system of transcontinental | 


traffic lines might be rearranged. 


Plans for Linking Reads. 

One story is to the effect that lines 
are being laid for the linking up by 
control of traffic arrangements of the 
Burlington, the Denver and Ri) 
Grande Western, aand the Western 
Pacific with the Moffatt road. Arthur 
Curtiss James, prominent in the coun- 
cils of the Burlington, is said to have 
and to represent power in the Rio 
Grande and Western Pacific. 

If such a combination of interests 
should be effected, it would constitute 
a part of the Burlington, Great Nortth- 


’ ern, and Northern Pacific combination,

road. If in adition to this federation 
of northern and central transconti- 
nental routes, there really is anything 
in the reports of Burlington inspira- 
tion behind the gradual linking up of 
short lines from the Ohio river to New 
Orleans and the Gulf, there would be 
in prospect a rail system of a magni- 
tude never imagined before in’ America. 


Provides New Short Line. 


Although the Moffat railroad has a 
lease on the tunnel under the divide. 
which provides a new short line to 
the Pacific coast, there is theoretically 
mo reason why other roads could not 
use the tunnel jointly with it. 

Now that the tunnel is almost a 
reality, the cheapest and easiest west- 
ern outlet for roads using it will be 
through the construction of a connec- 
tion from the western portion of the 
Moffat line, to Dotsero station on the 
Denver and Rio Grande line to Salt 
Lake, 

This would shorten the Denver, and 
Rio Grande mileage by 270 miles. This 
possibility is undoubtedly the basis vad 
the reports of the formation of a new 
transcontinental system, based on the 
Burlington and Rio Grande. Officials 
Burlington, however, declare 
that, although their road has always 
stood ready to codperate with the Mof- 
fat line and expects to effect through 
passenger and freight arrangements
